3. The current compliance officer (3anford 6> Baum), the current Compliance Administrators (Helen Hensley and 
Wesley Hardy), and other partners, officers, directors and/gr employees designated shall attend training in 
export control laws sponsored by the Department of Cortimerce, Bureau of Industry and Security within one 
year of the entry of the guilty plea. 

4. Pursuant to 18 USC 3563(a)(1), defendant shall not commit any federal, state or local crimes during the term 
of probation. 

5. The defendant sliali cooperate truthfully, completely, and forth rightly with the United States Attorney's Office 
and other federal, state and locat law enforcement autjlpritles identified by the United States Attorney's Office 
in any matter as to which the government deems the cooperation relevant.
